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HAWAIIAN MESSAGE 
SENT TO CONGRESS 


THE CORRESPONDENCE ON THE 
SUBJECT GIVEN OUT. 


The President Has Very Little To Say 
But Advices Hitherto Withheld Are 
Given For Examination— One Dis­ 
patch Still Held Back— Full T ext 
of Those Snbmitted. 


W a s h i n g t o n . Jan. 13.—The special 
m essage of the President relating to 
H aw aiian affairs was transm itted to 
th e house this m orning. 
The Presi­ 
dent’s message was one simply of 
tran sm ittal of the correspondence. 
The message 
transm itting 
addi­ 
tional H aw aiian correspondence is as 
follows: 
“ To the congress: I transm it herew ith 
copies of all dispatches from our minis­ 
te r to Hawaii, re la tin g in any way to 
political affairs in Hawaii, except such 
as have been heretofore transm itted to 
congress. 
I also send copies of instruc­ 
tions sent on Jan. 12, 1894, being the 
only instructions to him th a t have not 
been sent to congress. 
In my form er 
message to congress I w ithheld dis­ 
patch No. 3, under date of Nov. 16, 
1893, and also dispatch No. TO under 
d ate of Oct. 8, 1893. 
“ Inasm uch as the contents of dis­ 
patch No. 3 are all referred to in a dis­ 
patch of more recent date, and inas­ 
much as there seems to be no longer 
reason for w ithholding it, the same is 
herew ith subm itted. 
Dispatch No. TO 
is still w ithheld for reasons th a t seem 
to be justifiable and proper. 
“GROVER CLEVELAND.” 
T he dispatch No. 3, from M inister 
W illis to Secretary Gresham tells of 
th e queen’s determ ined refusal to g ran t 
am nesty to any of the m em bers of the 
provisional governm ent, her wish be­ 
ing th a t they should be beheaded and 
th eir property confiscated. 
In conse­ 
quence of her action M inister W illis 
telegraphed for fu rth er instructions. 
U nder date of Nov. 19, 1893, Mr. Wil­ 
lis transm its an explanation and apol- 
ogy of Charles Creighton for p utting 
Mr. B lount’s nam e on a cane presented 
to Claus Spreckels. 
T he next dispatch from MT. W illis is 
su b stan tially as follows: 
“ On Nov. 24 the British w arship 
Cham pion arrived, 
Caph Rooke com­ 
m anding. 
He has about tw o hundred 
• and fifty men. 
On reaching here a 
telegraphic order was handed him 
w hich w ill detain him until the diffi­ 
culties here are settled. 
On Saturday, 
Dec. 2, th e Japanese cruiser N ani wa 
K an, Capt. Mosi com manding, arrived. 
She w ill also rem ain here u n til a set­ 
tlem ent. 
“ On Friday, Nov. 24, your le tte r ap­ 
peared in the H onolulu papers and 
created a g reat sensation. 
Crowds 
w ere gathered a t all points on the 
streets discussing the news, b u t al­ 
though th e excitem ent was so intense, 
I am glad to report th a t there was not 
a single breach of the peace. 
A public 
m eeting w as held the follow ing night 
of all friends of the provisional gov­ 
ernm ent. 
“ On th e m orning of Nov. 29 I re­ 
ceived a le tter from Sanford B. Dole, 
m inister of foreign affairs, which let­ 
te r I inclose, rescinding the privilege 
heretofore given to Admiral S kirrett 
of landing his troops for drilling pur­ 
poses. 
On Friday m orning, Dec. I, I 
acknow ledged the receipt of his letter, 
and inform ed him th a t I had tran s­ 
m itted a copy of it to Adm iral Irw in 
for his inform ation and guidance.” 
The next day he says the provisional 
governm ent fortified the executive 
m ansion and distributed arms. 
Mr. 
W illis observed these preparations w ith 
alarm and protested, b u t to no avail. 
He had no anxiety as to the queen’s 
safety, having offered her an asylum 
on one of the American w ar vessels, 
w hich she declined. 
The dispatch con­ 
cludes: 
“A fter a careful study of m y 
instructions and of all the surround­ 
ings I fe lt it to be my duty to take no 
fu rth er step u n til I heard from you 
and the P resident.” 
Inclosed w ith this dispatch is a re­ 
p o rt of a m eeting of citizens headed as 
follows: 
“ A great m eeting; the drill- 
shed filled w ith enthusiastic men; an 
im m ense throng tu rn s out; the peo­ 
ple’s voice is 
raised in 
indignant 
p rotest against Cleveland and Gresh­ 
am ; 
prom inent men th rill 
a vpst 
audience w ith their patriotic u tte r­ 
ances and show the fallacy of resto r­ 
ing m onarch; te x t of the speeches in 
fu ll.” T hen follow full reports of the 
speeches and th e resolutions adopted 
as follows: 
“ Resolved, T h a t we have read w ith 
surprise and regret the recom m enda­ 
tion of the secretary of state of the 
U nited States to the President to re­ 
store the m onarchy lately existing in 
Hawaii. 
“ Resolved, T h at we condem n the as­ 
sum ption of the secretary th a t the 
rig h t of the provisional governm ent to 
exist was term inated by his refusal to 
resubm it to the senate the treaty o:! 
union 
pending 
betw een 
the 
tw o 
countries and also his assum ption th a t 
the provisional governm ent had a t th a t 
very tim e subm itted the question of its 
continued existence to the arbitram ent 
of the President or of any other power. 
“ Resolved, T hat we support to th e 
best of our ability the provisional gov­ 
ernm ent in resisting any attack upon 
it which may be made contrary to the 
* 
usage of nations.” 
T hen follows the protest of citizens 
rem inding Mr. W illis th a t interference 
by his governm ent w ill be an act of 
w ar. 
The protest declares th a t the 
provisional governm ent was justified 
in all its actions and th a t the condition 


of the governm ent of the islands made 
such action absolutely necessary, and 
concludes: 
“ And the undersigned hereby sol­ 
em nly and respectfully protest to your 
excellency, and to Grover Cleveland, 
President of the U nited States, and to 
W alter Q. Gresham, secretary of state, 
and to H ilary A. H erbert, secretary of 
the navy, and to Rear Adm iral John 
Irw in, com m anding the United States 
naval forces now in the w aters of the 
H aw aiian Islands, and to all others 
concerned, th a t any such acts of w ar or 
hostility, 
if 
taken, 
attem pted or 
announced in 
the 
tim e 
of pro­ 
found peace now existing betw een 
the United States and the H aw aiian 
Islands, or w ithout full, form al and 
tim ely announcem ent thereof, 
w ill 
and would cause all concerned in au­ 
thorizing the same to be held respon­ 
sible for the consequences th a t may 
ensue therefrom , 
not 
only before 
Almight}* God and in the forum of 
conscience, b u t by all sanctioned rules 
and observances of civilized nations in 
their dealings w ith each other, and 
will and w ould be in violation of the 
rights of the undersigned, secured and 
belonging to them as citizens of the 
United States of America.” 
N ext in order is a le tte r of Mr. 
Dole’s w ithdraw ing the contest pre­ 
viously given for the landing of United 
States m arines to drill when required. 
Then follows Dole's inquiry about 
the authenticity of Secretary Gres­ 
ham 's le tte r of Oct. 18, and already 
published, and Mr. W illis’ reply th a t 
the le tte r is a domestic transaction, 
not the subject of diplom atic repre­ 
sentation. 
Mr. W illis’ next dispatch to Secre­ 
tary Gresham is interesting and new. 
It says th a t one C. B. Wilson, who was 
the m arshal to the queen a t the tim e 
of her dethronem ent, called upon him 
and subm itted a “ m ethod of proced­ 
ure” in the case of the restoration of 
th e queen to her throne. 
Mr. W illis 
asked him where he got any such in ­ 
form ation. 
He said: “ Nowhere,” b u t 
he hoped for it, 
Mr. W illis concludes: 
“ An analysis of the list of special ad­ 
visers, w hether native or foreign, is 
not encouraging to the friends of good 
governm ent or of American interests. 
The

m anding

councils 
of state are ignored, and other nation­ 
alities, English especially, are placed 
in charge. 
This is tru e both of the 
special list of advisers and of the sup­ 
plem entary lis t 
If these lists had 
been selected by W ilson him self no 
special im portance would attach to 
them , b u t it would seem from the fact 
th a t it is a list w hich has been ap­ 
proved after consultation w ith leading 
royalists and m ost probably w ith the 
approval of the queen.” 
The royalists w anted the American 
forces to be landed and kept under 
arm s until the queen's governm ent had 
been restored, and th a t the members 
of the provisional governm ent should 
be turned over to her as prisoners of 
war. 
A fter some other dispatches of no 
public 
interest, 
the 
correspond­ 
ence 
comes 
down 
to 
the 
re- 


provisionai governm ent cue ueci&iim ut 
th e President upon th e question th a t 
had been subm itted to him by the pro­ 
test of the queen, w hich protest has 
been acknow ledged and accepted* by 
the provisional governm ent through 
its president, Mr. Dole, the im m ediate 
effect of which was, according to the 
statem ent of Mr. Damon, another hon­ 
ored 
m em ber 
of 
the 
provis­ 
ional 
governm ent, 
the 
queen's 
tem porary 
surrender 
of 
her 
throne. 
In 
my 
opening 
state­ 
m ent I th o u g h t proper to explain w hat 
w as know n to you and doubtless to 
th e provisional governm ent, th a t the 
secrecy w hieh had been observed Jay 
our governm ent was in the in te re stfof 
the peace and safety of the commun­ 
ity. 
The President's attention had 
been called by you to the evidence 
contained in Mr. B lount's report,show ­ 
ing the extraordinary com plications 
and dangers surrounding this com­ 
m unity, am ong which were the racial 
prejudices, the intense feeling conse­ 
quent upon the dethronem ent of the 
constitutional sovereign, the presence 
of so many different nationalities— 
Chinese, Japanese, Portuguese, Ameri­ 
cans and E nglish—in such large num ­ 
bers and w ith such diverse traits and 
interests; the possibility th a t the Jap a­ 
nese, now num bering more than one- 
fifth of the male population of the isl­ 
ands, m ight take advantage of the con­ 
dition of affairs to dem and suffrage, 
and through it obtain control of the 
governm ent; together w ith the discon­ 
te n t of the native H aw aiians a t the 
loss of their governm ent and of the 
bights secured under it. 
‘In addition to the facts I was fully 
apprised by you in your personal con­ 
versation of the presence here of many 
law less 
and 
disorderly 
characters 
owing allegiance to neither party, who 
w ould gladly take advantage of the 
excitem ent and general derangem ent 
of affairs to indulge in rapine and mob 
violence, and also of the conflict be­ 
tw een the active, responsible repre­ 
sentatives of the provisional govern­ 
m ent and certain men who were not of­ 
ficially connected w ith it, but who had 
undertaken to dictate its policy. 
The 
danger from this last source I found 
upon arriving here was much greater 
th an you had supposed, as I stated to 
you in my dispatch, Nov. 2, of Nov. 
IO. 
The president and m inisters of 
th e provisional 
governm ent and a 
large per cent of those who support 
them are men of high character and of 
large m aterial interests in the islands. 
These men have been inclined to a con­ 
servative course tow ard the Hawaiians. 
They had placed in the police and fire de­ 
partm ents and also in many other more 
im portant offices native H aw aiians— 
thus endeavoring to conciliate the 
I friendship and support of the 40,000 
natives of the country. 
The irresponsi­ 
ble elem ent referred to were pressing 
for a change of this wise and patriotic 
policy and insisting th a t they should 
be invested w ith all powder., thus in­ 
tensifying and aggravating the racial 
feelings already to extrem e. 
Many of 
these men were open in their th reats 
against the life of the queen. 
They 
have even gone so far in the public 
prints and elsew here as to threaten the 
representatives of the provisional gov

John McMillan, a 
W ealthy 
Stock 
Man, Held Up W hile Crossing a 
Bridge Near Poland, and Is Han­ 
dled So Roughly as To Be Left 
For Dead. 


M in e r a l P o in t, Jan. 
15—Reports 
reached 
here 
this 
morning 
of 
a 
bold 
and 
desperate 
highway 
robbery and attempted murder, which 
occurred near Poland. 
John McMil- 
lon, a well-to-do stock buyer, was as­ 
saulted and robbed of about $300. 
He was on his way home and was just 
entering the dark Poland bridge, over 
Bel river, when two masked men 
sprang from the dark recesses on the 
bridge, one grasping the horse’s bridle 
while the other pulled McMillan from 
the animal. 
McMillan is a powerful 
man and fought desperately for his 
life. 
One of the highwaymen drew a 
knife and slashed McMillian across 
the throat, cutting through his heavy 
overcoat and making an ugly gash in 
the neck. 
At the same instant the 
other thief struck him a crashing blow 
over the head with a club. 
McMillan 
sank senselcsc to the ground and the 
highwaymen, thinking their victim 
dead, robbed him and dragged the 
body to the roadside, where they cov­ 
ered it w ith brush. 
A few hours later 
McMillan was 
found 
by 
passing 
friends.

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. lo.—1The m ajority 
members of the com m ittee on ways 
and means, w ith the exception of Mr. 
Cockran, were in session several hours 
yesterday considering proposed 
ad­ 
ditions to the Wilson bill to be offered 
by the com mittee. 
A num ber of un­ 
im portant changes were agreed upon 
and tw o or three of relative importance. 
Among the changes agreed upon was 
one m aking tw o 
classes of 
cigar­ 
ettes—tobacco 
and 
paper. 
The 
rate 
upon 
the 
form er 
was 
fixed at 75 cents a thousand, w hile the 
rate upon paper cigarettes was left a t 
$1.50. 
The reason for this action, as 
explained by one of the members, w'as 
th a t the paper cigarettes are made by 
m achinery, w hile tobacco cigarettes 
are produced largely if not entirely by 
hand 
The 
restriction 
upon 
the 
free 
admission 
of 
books 
en­ 
gravings, 
photographs, 
bound 
or 
unbound, etchings, m aps or charts, 
th a t they shall not have been printed 
or bound w ithin the tw enty years next 
preceding the date of im portation, was 
stricken out. 
It was also decided to 
adm it hydrographic charts for th e use 
of m ariners free of duty. 
The bill 
now provides for their admission for 
the use of the United S tates and the 
library of congress. Considerable tim e 
was devoted 
to a disposition as to 
the date of <the taking effect of the 
woolen schedule. 
It was conceded 
th a t additional tim e should be given 
to the m anufacturers of the woolen 
products to adjust them selves to the 
condition of free wool. 
Various dates 
were proposed, the latest being Jan. I, 
I SUS, b u t no agreem ent was reached 
upon this point, and the com m ittee 
adjourned to m eet this m orning a t IO 
o’clock, a t w hich tim e it is expected a 
decision will be reached. 


LIVES CRUSHED OUT 
IN THE THICK FOG. 


TW O TRAINS RAN 
NEAR JERSEY 
TOGETHER 
CITY. 


The Dover Express W as Three Min­ 
utes Late and a South Orange Train 


Crashed Into The Rear End— Fif­ 
teen Thought To Be Killed And 
Many More Hurt. 


J e r se y Cit y , Jan. I J—[Special]— 
Fifteen people are thought to be bur­ 
ied under the wreckage of the Dover 
Express on the Lackawana road which 
was rap into by a South orange train 
near Hackensock 
bridge at seven 
o’clock this 
morning. 
Many are 
known to be dead and injured but a 
lilt cannot be obtained. 
The express 
train was three minutes late and the 
orange train’s engineer could not sea 
through the thick fog.

cipher instructions of Dec. 2 were re­ 
ceived, as translated a t 3 p. rn. T hurs­ 
day, 1 4 th inst. An arrangem ent was im­ 
m ediately made for an interview w ith 
the queen for Saturday, Dec. 16, a t 9 a. 
rn. J. O. C arter was invited to be pres­ 
ent. 
Mr. Carter is a brother of the 
ate H. A. P. Carter, who was the Ha­ 
w aiian m inister to the U nited States. 
He is president and m anager of the in­ 
corporated com pany of C. Brem er & 
Co., w hich does a large general m er­ 
cantile and commission business, and 
is agent for a num ber of large sugar 
plantations. 
He is conceded by all 
factions to be a m an of g reat intelli­ 
gence and strict integrity. 
He is a na­ 
tive Hawaiian, b u t of American pa­ 
rentage. 
“ At the appointed hour the queen 
and Mr. Carter came and the in ter­ 
view was, w ith th eir consent, reported 
stenograpnically to Mr. Mills, our con­ 
sul generaL 
I inclose th e report, veri­ 
fied by the queen and Mr. Carter. 
I 
also send a copy of a p a rt of the in ter­ 
view 
w ith the queen reported in 
my 
dispatch 
No. 
3 
of 
Nov. 
14, 
which is also verified by the 
queen m arked “ A.” 
Mr. Mills’ report 
includes all th a t was said. 
It w ill be 
observed 
th a t no restrictions were 
placed upon the queen or upon Mr. Car 
ter, the object being to secure a full 
and unreserved expression of views. 
This interview w as held a t the lega­ 
tion. 
Very respectfully, 
A l b e r t S. W i l l i s .” 
Under date of Dec. 20, 1893, M inister 
Willis, in a confidential dispatch to 
Secretary Gresham, gives a detailed 
account of his action as follows: 
“ My dispatch. No. 3, Nov. 
14, set 
forth my inability to secure satisfac­ 
tory guarantees from the queen upon 
the points indicated. 
U nder your di­ 
rections I renewed my efforts in th a t 
direction, and finally, on last Tuesday 
m orning a t 9 o'clock, as hereinbefore 
stated, I secured from the queen the 
w ritten pledge and agreem ent, w hich 
was the 
prerequisite 
to 
all 
my 
fu rth er actions. 
H aving received this 
pledge I w as then, for the first time, 
in a position to make know n to the 


listen to the President’s policy of 
peaceful settlem ent if it involved the 
restoration of the queen.” 
Mr. W illis said in his opinion serious 
trouble m ight 
arise if the United 
States too suddenly w ithdrew th eir 
support from the queen, as her native 
sym pathizers 
were 
num erous 
and 
brave. 
He concludes: 
“ Linder 
these 
circum stances and 
guided by your im perative instruc­ 
tions I subm it the decision of the 
President, as one which was of the 
g reatest 
gravity 
and 
im portance, 
W hat the answ er will be I do not 
know, b u t hope to be able to report in 
a very short time, as President Dole 
stated th a t the provisional governm ent 
wrould take the m atter under its im­ 
m ediate advisem ent” 
President Dole, replying to M inister 
W illis’ dem and for the restoration of 
queen, said in effect: 
“ We do not 
recognize the rig h t of the President 
of the U nited States to interfere in 
our domestic affairs. 
Such a rig h t 
could be conferred upon him by the 
act of this governm ent, and by th a t 
alone, or it could be acquired by con­ 
q u est 
This I understand to be the 
American doctrine conspiciymsly an­ 
nounced from tim e to tim e by the au­ 
thorities of your governm ent.” 
He quoted President Jackson's mes­ 
sage to congress in 1836 in support of 
his position, and in conclusion says: 
“ I am instructed to inform you, Mr. 
M inister, th a t the provisional govern­ 
m ent of the Hawraiian Islands res­ 
pectfully and unhesitatingly declines 
to 
entertain 
the 
proposition 
of 
the 
President of the United States 
th a t 
it 
should 
surrender 
its 
authority to the ex-queen. 
This an ­ 
swer is made 
not 
only upon the 
grounds hereinbefore set forth, but 
upon our sense of duty and loyalty to 
the brave men whose commission we 
hold, who have faithfully stood by us 
in the hour of trial and whose w ill is 
the only earthly authority we recog­ 
nize.” 
The steam er Mariposa, which sailed 
Saturday for Honolulu, carried instruc­ 
tions to M inister Willis. 
Ile is in­ 
form ed th a t he has rightfully in ter­ 
preted his instructions and perform ed 
his duties in the premises. 
N othing 
m ore is to be done, as the subject is 
now in the hands of congress.

R u s s e l l , 
Ran., Jan. 
15.—For two 
horses, a saddle, a w atch, some clothes, 
and $50 four lives have been given. 
The first was th a t of Frederick Din­ 
ning, whose disappearance last sum­ 
mer aroused the whole country. 
The 
other three were taken by lynch law 
last night. 
These were: W illiam Gay, 
a settler, aged 60; his son John, aged 
30, and half-w itted; and J. G. Burton, 
a bachelor and stock dealer living near 
Lucas, ten miles northeast. 
A mob of IOO determ ined men en­ 
tered the jail here between 2 and 3 
o'clock iii the m orning, took out the 
three prisoners, and hanged them to 
a sm all railroad bridge a short dis­ 
tance east of the depot in this city. 
No one molested the bodies until 
noon, w hen the coroner had them cut 
dowm. 
The whole tow n and travelers 
on passenger trains have viewed the 
ghastly spectacle. 
The coroner's in­ 
quest resulted in a verdict of death by 
the hands of persons unknow n, and no 
inquiry w ill be instituted as to the 
m embers of the mob. 
The com m unity 
indorsed the action. 
T here w'as talk 
of lynching Mrs. Gay, the senior Gay's 
wife, b u t it is found she is in hiding. 
The mob broke into the jail w ith 
sledge 
ham m ers 
and 
seized 
the 
prisoners, 
B urton was the first one taken out 
and conveyed to the spot selected for 
the lynching, and there left under 
guard. 
The rest of the party returned 
and joined the guard w atching the 
jail. 
The tw o Gays were then taken 
and m arched to the bridge, where 
B urton had been left. 
Ropes were 
placed around their necks and each 
given a chance to speak. 
B urton said 
lie could tell lots about his connections 
w ith stealing cattle, selling whisky 
and other things, but w hen asked to 
tell about the Dinning m urder he re­ 
plied: 
“ No, sir.” 
Young Gay made a 
i prayer and said B urton had killed 
| Dinning w ith an ax. 
Old man Gay 
! said: 
“ We were led into this.” 
The leader then clapped his hands 
three tim es and quick as a flash all 
three were pushed off the bridge. The 
Gays evidently died from strangula­ 
tion, but the noose on B urton's neck 
slipped around and up over his chin, 
and he w'as heard to breathe heavily 
for a moment, when several shots w’ere 
fired into his body. 
Each of the oth­ 
ers also had a bullet sent into him. 
T he mob then le ft as quickly as they 
came, going north. 
The presum ption 
is th a t it w'as composed of citizens 
from the north p art of the county, the 
home of the crim inals and the scene of 
th e m urder of Dinning. 
The crim e for which the}’ 
were 
lynched w as the killing of Fred Din­ 
ning in Ju ly last on the B urton place, 
tw enty railes northeast of this city. 
Inquiry regarding a d raft payable to 
D inning and his m ysterious disappear­ 
ance led to an investigation and the 
arrest of Burton. 
When closely ques­ 
tioned as to the w hereabouts of Din­ 
ning Burton said lie had gone to Okla­ 
hom a w ith a young man nam ed Gay. 
A few weeks ago young Gay returned 
and was a t once arrested. 
Early last week the elder Gay said 
Burton had poisoned Dinning and hid 
h is body in the bank of a creek. 
Ile 
led a searching party there Wednesday 
last, b u t no body was found. 
A riv e 
w'as throw'n around Gay's neck. 
Liny

SLAVES. 


"WORST FORMS OF 
BONDAGE 
UNDER THE CZAR. 


Persecution of the Jews—Stories of 
Cruelty, the Truth of Which Dr. 
Kempster, as a United States Com 
missioner of Immigration, Person­ 
ally Learned. 


Janesville la s never seen so emi­ 
nent a body of medical experts as are 
feathered as witnesses in the Ashton 
case. 
And among these experts none 
rank higher than Dr. Walter Kemp­ 
ster. 
Dr. Kempster is just back from 
. Europe, where in 
the capacity of 
United States commissioner of immi 
gration, he has been investigating the 
causes of the flow of people from 
the old country to America. 
The doc­ 
tor spent many months in Russin in­ 
vestigating the causes which drive the 
Russian Jews to this country and he 
is one of the few Americans who have 
personally convinced themselves that 
slavery in the worst form is extant to­ 
day in the land of the Czar. 
“ I d V ienna/’ Dr. Kempster went 
cm, “I met Mrs. Dimmenstien. 
Her 
husband, a furrier, had resided with 
h 1 r ahd her two 
children in St. 
Petersburg. 
One day he was not fled 
to leave the Russian capital within 
one month. 
He had to break off all 
"business relations and his time having 
nearly expired he left for Leipsic, 
where he intended to establish him­ 
self, hoping and believing that his 
wife, who was daily expecting con­ 
finement, would be allowed to stay 
until after the birth of her child. 
This, however, was not permitted, 
and she was compelled to go at the 
designated time. 
Being so near the 
^ime of her confinement, she employed 
A midwife to accompany her, and 
about 4 p. rn. of the following day 
while en route was taken with labor 
pains. 
The privilege was g anted of 
remaining until 4 p. rn. of that day, 
when she was put aboard the train for 
"Vilas. 
Alway# Looking: F or Spies. 
“ Mrs. I).” said Dr. Kempster, “ was 
rn pleasant, well-informed lady of taste 
and refinement, and a photograph of 
her husband, which she exhibited 
with pride, showed him to be an intel­ 
ligent, as he was a well-dressed, hand­ 
some man. 
Her lodgings were poor, 
but neat and clean, and she had cer­ 
tainly made the best possible use of 
th e little means her poverty-stricken 
condition admitted of, and into which 
she was forced without warning. 
She 
w as at first somewhat reticent, having 
the fear, which these people frequent­ 
ly exhibited, that we might be mem­ 
bers of the secret police. 
We often 
iound it difficult to persuade them to 
talk, but once their confidence gained 
and assured them we were not Rus­ 
sian officials, it was not easy to get 
ahem to stop. 
Among other things 
she stated that the conductor of her 
train said that her case was by no 
means uncommon, that he quite re 
centlv had another where the child of 
th ee xpelled Jewess was born on- the 
train. 
The latter case we heard of 
but did not meet the woman ” 
Som e J ew s So B a c ly Fixed. 
The doctor describes a visit to a 
Western Russian village, in company 
w ith Col. Weber, who accompaLied 
him on the trip. 
“ We walked down 
into a field a little distance, where 
we found fifteen Russian women aud 
girls cutting oats with small sickles 
a ft 3r the manner of a thousand years 
ago,” he said. 
For this work they re­ 
ceive 50 kopecks (twenty-five cents) 
per day, boarding themselves. 
They 
were masculine in appearance, scanti­ 
l y dressed, nearly all barefooted and 
not very possessing in appearance. 
They work from 6:00 a rn. to 6:00 p. 
rn., wi h a short interval for dinner, 
which usually consists of a piece of 
black bread. 
The Jewish proprietor 
was in the field watching operations 
mud keeping the women steadily at 
work. 
Armed with an old umbrella, 
be seemed to be fairly comfortable, 
and evidently ^iad no reason for emi- 
jgratiDF.

“ We n. xt visited a Russian peas­ 
a n t’s house, which was pointed out as 
one of the best in the village. 
A lit­ 
tle cot bed stood in the corner, and on 
a table stood the samovar for making 
tea. 
The universal shrine was not 
Jacking; it faced us on entering the 
Toom and indicated membership in the 
Greek orthodox church. A few flowers 
in the windows completed the evidene 
o f prof-p^rity and somewhat surprised 
us, being in marked contrast to the 
summer bedroom adjoining,

poultry and the drove of hogs that 
were hungeriiy eating swill from pails 
standing at the foot of the little stoop.

Refuse To Pay For House and Lawn 
When They Claim To Use Only 
Lawn Service—Sup’t. Mitchell In­ 
sists 
That the 
Requirement Is 
Fair. 


According to the published state­ 
ment of the Janesville Water Com­ 
pany all parties who fail to pay their 
water rates today will have their 
water shut off. 
Should this be en­ 
forced it is more than likely the mat­ 
ter will be carried into the courts for 
the purpose of testing the power of the 
water company. 
The new rules of the water company 
are likely to cause considerable litiga 
lion. 
A number of water consumers 
have made a tender of their money for 
water under the old rules. 
It was re­ 
fused and developments are anxiously 
awaited. 
Some consumers have taken 
council regarding the rights of the 
water company under its franchise. 
This franchise gives the company the 
right to make such reasonable rules 
and regulations and such schedule of 
prices as the company may adopt, the 
price not to exceed a certain sum. 


W on't F ay for YVhat T hey Don't Use. 
Many people wno have had lawn hy­ 
drants in use and have not used (he 
water for other purposes end who in­ 
sist that they do not and will not use 
it in their houses, insist that the rule 
'.s unreasonable, in that it compels 
them to pay for water they do not 
use. 
They make this point their chief 
objection. 
They 
claim 
under the 
franchise the company can be com 
palled to furnish them the water, and 
have tendered pay accordingly, which 
has been refused. 
A large number of people residing 
ne .r the fountains are also robbing 
the company by taking their domestic 
supply of water from the basins, in 
sifting that it is free city water. 
It 
is understood the company intends to 
stop this by prosecuting all who are 
caught wrongfully taking water in 
this manney. 
Some have gone so far as to provide 
themselves with funnels for filling 
their pails from tho public drinking 
fountain, and thus procure their do­ 
mestic water supply without cost. 
It is claimed that water takers have 
been far too liberal. 
Some have a1 
lowed neighbors to draw a regular 
supply from their services without no 
compensation to the company. Others 
having services for certain limited pur­ 
poses such as lawn-sprinkliDg, have 
made free use of the water for other 
purposes. 
Old Rule# B rought Out. 
The new rules of the company or 
rather the strict enforcement of the 
old rules prevents this use. 
Superintendent Mitchell insists that 
no arbitrary rules regarding the water 
services have been adopted or are to be 
enforced; that the company is here to 
sell water to the people, and to please 
the water consumers as far as they are 
able. 
Beipg in the water business 
their 
profits 
are 
measured 
accordipg 
to 
the 
business 
or 
water consumed. 
While a majority 
even of the water consumers are 
strictly honest and use water only ac­ 
cording to their agreement, many 
abuse this privilege and rob the com­ 
pany of considerable revenue by tak­ 
ing extra water or furnishing it reg­ 
ularly to others. 
In order to end all 
this the rule la relation to services as 
printed on the company’s bills is to 
be enforced. 
Hereafter, according to 
this ruling, parties using a lawn hy­ 
drant must pay for a house service 
also and parties having only a water 
closet must pay for a bairn in addition, 
etc,, as the rule reads.

It was Mrs. Evans and her daughter who 
aided in the first escape of Evans and Son- 
tag when the bandits were surrounded in 
Evans’ cottage soon after the famous Collis 
train robbery in the San Joaquin valley. 
Then, during the nine months in which the 
two thieves defied all the efforts of the law 
officers to capture them in their mountain 
retreat, it was Eva Evans, the daughter, 
who did the hard, fast riding over moun­ 
tain trails when an emergency required a 
swift messenger. 
But at last the thieves became careless, 
they were entrapped, Sontag was killed and 
Evans captured, badly wounded. But in 
that capture, and in every attempt made 
before the successful one, Evans and Son­ 
tag fought desperately, killing or wound­ 
ing one or more officers in every encounter. 
The crime for which they were wanted 
included bloodshed. On the night of Aug. 
3,1892, the express train between San Fran­ 
cisco and Los Angeles was boarded by the 
Evans-Sontag gang at Collis, a little sta­ 
tion out on the plains about 20 miles from 
Fresno.

Weltering in her own life blood, 
Mrs. Katerine Dwyer was found dead 
in her home on South River street at 
10:30 o’cclock Sunday morning. Milk­ 
man Charles H. Brown made the dis­ 
covery when he got no answer to his 
knock, and entered the room. 
As he 
stepped into the room a big clot of 
blood on the floor confronted him and 
he shoved the door wide open. 
Lying 
on the floor was the dead woman. She 
was in her night clothes, her feet 
toward the bed, and her head towards 
the stove but resting against a small 
table and turned to one side. Her face 
was covered with blood. Brown closed 
the door and called the neighbors who 
in turn notified Patrolman Hogan. 
Hemorrhage of the lungs was the 
cause of her death,and there were no 
traces of violence upon the body.

Then the blood from 
her mouth and nose oozed over the 
table and the floor. 
P red icted H er D eath , 
“ I was late in getting around Sun­ 
day morning,” said Mr. Brown.

was half past ten when I reached Mrs. 
Dwyer’s place. 
When I arrived at the 
door I found it a little ajar. I knocked 
but received no answer. 
I knocked 
again, somewhat louder, and no an­ 
swer came. 
Waiting a moment I 
shoved the door open a little and 
knocked pretty loud. 
Looking down 
on the floor I noticed a clot of blood 
on the carpet so I looked in and then 
notified Mr. Gilbertson who got Officer 
Hogan. I called on the old lady Satur­ 
day morning about nine o’clock and 
she appeared all right.” 
Mrs. Dwyer is a peculiar woman. 
Two years ago she said she was going 
to die and made all arrangements for 
her casket, hearses and carriages with 
Nelson Brothers. 
She had been suf­ 
fering for years with an aggravated 
cough, bordering closely on consump­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Dwyer came to Janesville from 
Ireland about twenty years ago, and 
was eighty-one years old. 
She leaves 
two children, one son, Patrick Dwyer, 
of this city, one daughter, Mrs. John 
Jungelut of LaPrairie.

Difficulty in Determining Between Dis­ 
colorations Made Just Before and 
Those Made Just After Death—Re­ 
liability of Verbal Reports of Autop­ 
sies Touched Upon. 


Dr. James Mills was on the stand 
when the Ashton case was resumed. 
He was cross examined for half an 
hour when Dr. J. B. Whiting was 
then sworn. 
Dr. Whiting was the 
first of a large number of medical wit­ 
nesses who must base their conclu­ 
sions on the report made by Drs. Pal­ 
mer, Mills, McManuB and Lord. 
His 
testimony therefore gave a hint at 
what was to be shown by the experts 
from abroad. 
‘According to the conditions de 
tailed by Drs. Palmer and Mills were 
the injuries in the right clavicular re­ 
gion caused before or after death?' 
asked District Attorney Wheeler. 
“Taken as a whole I am of the opin­ 
ion that they were caused before 
death.” 
“ Upon what do you basa your opin­ 
ion?” 
“Upon external appearances, the 
dissection and subsequent examina­ 
tion of the tissues aud the condition 
of the blood.” 
‘What were the leading points in 
your mind?” 
“The condition of the tissues as re­ 
ported, and the amount and condition 
of blood poured out in the clavicular 
region.” 
“ Assuming that 
tho testimony of 
Drs. Palmer and Mills is true, what, 
in your opinion, was the cause of Mrs. 
Stone’s death?” 
“ Strangulation, 
suffocation, 
as 
phyxia, the shutting off of the breath­ 
ing.” 
Dr. Whiting admitted on cross ex­ 
amination that to det rmine from ex­ 
ternal appearances alone whether a 
discoloration was caused before or 
after death was a delicate matter. 
It 
was more so when dependence had to 
be placed upon the report of others 
concerning those 
external appear 
ances. 
If an injury were made one 
minute before death and another one 
minute alter death it might be impos­ 
sible to determine between them. 
“From a verbal description of the 
outlines of the discolorations on 
dead body might you be mistaken as 
to your conclusion as to when the in­ 
jury causing it was inflicted?’ asked 
Attorney Hyzer. 
“ From some descriptions I could be 
in doubt. 
From others I would be 
perfectly certain.’’

CRAZY CRIMINALS 
ARE STILL AT IT. 


THE OLD PROBLEM OF LUNACY 
AND CRIME REVIVED. 


GEAR STILL IN T H E LEAD. 


H e Proved an Incorrigible Prisoner at Au­ 
burn and Gave H is K eepers M uch Trou­ 
b le—H is Case Compared W ith That of 
“ B lack B art” Iteinnerd H olzhay. 


Oliver Curtis Perry, the notorious train 
robber, bas been pronounced insane and 
placed in the asylum at Matteawan, N. Y. 
There is a peculiar significance in this an­ 
nouncement, coming, as it does, so soon 
after the incarceration of one of his most 
distinguished contemporary desperadoes, 
“Black Bart” Reinnerd Holzhay, in the in­ 
sane asylum at Ionia, Mich. 
both of 
these able disciples of Claude Evfval should 
g o crazy within a short time after being 
placed in confinement revives the old prob-

lem of the connection between lunacy anc 
crime. Holzhay’s written defense of his 
exploits, published a few weeks.ago, con 
veys the impression that his mind was al­ 
ways tainted with insanity, and recent de­ 
velopments tend to confirm the suspicion 
that Perry was never “quite right in his 
head.” 
Perry’s remarkable exploit in holding up 
single handed an express train on the New 
York Central railroad created a worldwide 
sensation at the time, but little has been 
heard from him since he entered Auburn 
prison in May, 1893. At Auburn Perry’s 
conduct has been in line with his perform­ 
ances at the Rochester penitentiary, where 
he was confined for one year, and at the 
Stillwater prison in Minnesota, to which he 
was sent for three years for burglary. He 
has been. a source of constant trouble to the 
officials, and the mild punishments which 
are usually meted out to unruly prisoners 
have had little or no effect on him. Just 
before he was sent to prison Perry said to a 
friend: “I don’t care how long they send me 
away for. I’ll never live out the sentence, 
even if it’s only five years.” 
Perry’s threat that he would escape from 
the prison made the keepers nervous, for 
they knew him to be an expert at picking 
locks. For a long time Perry was kept in 
close confinement, and it was only when he 
solemnly promised to conduct himself prop­ 
erly that he was allowed to go into the 
shops and work with the other convicts. 
Since then reports of Perry’s misconduct 
have been published at various times. He 
attempted to stab a keeper and at another 
time refused to. work after he had entered 
the shops. He was taken out and put in 
his cell, being told that he would be left 
there until he was prepared to be obedient. 
The next morning Perry was missing. 
His cell door was locked, but the cell was 
empty. It was discovered that Perry had 
dug a hole in the floor of his cell with a 
knife and had escaped into the next cell, 
covering bis tracks behind him. 
These 
were only a few of Perry’s escapades while 
a t Auburn. More than half of his time 
was spent in the dungeon cells as punish­ 
ment for some offense, but it was not until 
a few weeks ago, when Perry began to 
make the most remarkable complaints 
against his keepers, that it was suspected 
that his mind was giving away. On being 
examined by experts he was pronounced 
insane and transferred to the asylum for 
insane criminals. 
Perry is now about 27 years old and is a 
little over 5 feet tall. He was born in Am­ 
sterdam, N. Y., and was sent to the reform­ 
atory when he was 14 years old for burglary. 
His behavior was so bad there that he was 
sent to Rochester for a term, 
said he was the worst man that ever got into 
the prison. After his release Perry went to 
Minnesota, robbed a store and was sent to 
the Stillwater prison for three years. Then 
he became a cowboy and later weut east 
again and swindled ministers and church 
people by professing religion. At various 
times Perry has been known os Oliver, Cur­ 
tis, Perry, Haswell, Van Allen, Havens, 
Hamlin, Allen, Gavens, James, Oliver 
Moore and Cross. 
It was on Sept. 30,1891, that Perry robbed 
the American Express train near Utica. 
This train sometimes carried more than 
$500,000. No one knows where Perry got 
on the train, but he effected an entrance 
into tho baggage car by sawing away a bit 
of the door. He covered Agent Moore with 
his gun, and after taking what he wanted 
backed out of the car and when on the plat­ 
form cut the rubber coupling, which puton 
the airbrakes. This slackened the speed of 
the train, and when it had slowed up Perry 
jumped off. Perry got $5,000 in cash and 
some jewelry by the robbery. The crime 
w a s traced to him by detectives, but he 
coaid not be found, and it was not until his 
second robbery of the same train between 
Syracuse and Lyons that his whereabouts 
became known. 
This second robbery occurred on Feb. 21, 
1892, and was as desperate a piece of work 
as was ever attempted by one man. After 
robbing the car and shooting the messen­ 
ger Perry escaped, but was recognized in 
the crowd at the station at Lyons. He was 
sprucely dressed aud wore gold rimmed 
eyeglasses. He also had a satchel slung 
over his shoulder by a strap. When the 
trainhands attempted to arrest him, he 
pulled out two revolvers, and covering the 
men retreated to an engine which stood 
coupled to a train of cars. He uncoupled 
the engine, and throwing open the lever 
was soon rapidly disappearing down the 
track. 
Pursuit was made in another engine, and 
when Perry saw that he was beiug caught 
he reversed his lever and passed his pur­ 
suers at full speed. The occupants of the 
engines exchanged shots as they passed. 
This sort of thing was kept up for an hour 
or more, and then Perry stole a march on 
his pursuers aud steamed to Blue Cut, 
where he deserted the engine, ordering the 
switchman at the point of the pistol to take 
the engine back to Lyons. A posse was or­ 
ganized at Lyons, and Perry was pursued 
across country. He was finally captured 
and taken to Rochester, where he was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to Auburn 
nrisnn for 49 years and three months._____
